OFFICIALS AS MONEY-LENDERS | 


IN THE PH ILIPPINES.— 


The Governor-General of the Philip- 

pine Islands is investigating a charge 
against Mr. P. G. MeDonnell, one of the 
leading officials of Manila, of having 
taken more than 18 per cent. a year on 
moncy lent by him, contrary to an 
order promulgated by Governor-General 
Forbes. The Goyernor-General’s lettor of 
accusation and Mr. McDonnell’s lengthy 
reply are published in the Manila Press. 
Mr. McDonnell emphatically denies that 
he has violated the order. — 
It is announced that Solicitor-General 
George R. Harvey, Assistant Attorney- 
General George: A. Malcolm, City 
Attorney Isaac “Adams and Treasurer 
George J. Muni, of Iloilo, be called upon 
by the Governor-General ‘to explain their 
connection with certain loans alleged to 
have boon made by them at o higher rate 
of interest than that allowed by oxecutive 
regulation. : 

The following extract from Mr. Me- 
Donnell’s reply is of more than local 
interest :— 

I feel that it is but fair’ to call the 
attention of your Excellency to the con- 
ditions as they exist in the’ Philippine 
Islands in reference to money. You must 
know with your fomiliority with sffairs 
in the Philippine Islands that the rate of 
cighteen per cent, per annum is not only 
ugual but reasonable under existing 
conditions.’ The average individual. who 
investa money in the Philippine Islands 
is satished with.a return of not less than 
this amount.

-of money available for loaning purposes,

THE NEUTRALISATION OF THE 
PHILIPPINES. : 


A Washington cable to the Manil 
Gablenews says:—The neutralisation of 
the Philippine Islands will be one of the 
important, subjects to come up when 
Congress reconvenes in December. There 
are now pending before the House three 
resolutions secking the neutralisation of 
the-islands, including the Jones resolution 
which was presented upon the failure of 
the independence bill to receive favour- 
able action.
